MILK: TRADE IN THE . 
NORTH

HOW IT IS CONTROLLED 


LÉ is about 40 years since creameries were 
| first established in Ulster, their purpóse 

being to secure for the farmer a more re- 
munerative return for his milk than he could 
hope to obtain by churning it at home. They 
provide the small farmers, with their small 
herds of cows, with a convenient market for 
their milk, and in the separated milk returned 
to them the farmers have an excellent feeding 
stuff for’ calves, pigs and poultry: Broa/ly 
speaking, about one-fifth of all the milk pro- 
duced in Northern Ireland finds its way to 
which there are now 108. 
the majority being situated in Counties Fer- 
managh and Tyrone.

no direct control over 
creameries, but, as in the Irish Free State, 
it provided a service designed to afford in- 
struction in up-to-date methods of manufac 
ture and marketing. In view, however, of the 
increasing competition in the home and cross 
Channel markets the Ministry was convinced 
that if Northern Ireland creamery produce 
was -to| maintain its position the methods oí 
manufacture. would have to be standardised 
and the export trade controlled. Accordingly, 
in- December, 1929, the Marketing of Dairy 
Produce Act (Northern Ireland), 1929, was 
passed, giving the Ministry complete control 
over creameries, butter factories and whole- 
sale butter dépots as from the 1st January, 
1931. The Act provides that before any 
creamery can be registered the Ministry must 
be satisfied that the buildings, machinery and 
equipment are suitable, that there 1s ap 
adequate supply of water available, and tl at 
the staff are fully qualified. Furthermore, 
only clean milk may be accepted and the 
‘manufacture of cream and butter must be 
carried out in accordance with prescribed 
methods. 


Blending Butter 


As the improvement in quality of the pro- 
duce resulting was not attended by enhanced 
values, legislation was passed by the Northern 
Parliament, in 1933, enabling the Ministry of 
Agriculture to permit creameries. to cut up; 
re-work, or blend high class creamery bufter 
from outside sources. in order to maintain 
their roll trade. 

Eventually, in June of 1934, the Milk and 
Milk Products Act (Northern Ireland), 1934, 
was placed on the Statute Book for the 
purpose of reorganising the milk. industry 
as a whole Under this measure, farmers 
supplying milk to creamenés for manufactur- 
ing purposes were guaranteed as from Ist 
April, 1934, an average price of 5d. per 
gallon in summer and 6d. per gallon in 
winter. This relief has benefited not only 


the creamery supplier, but also the liquid: 


milk preducer, whose fear of being under- 
cut by cheap, seasonal and. often inferior 


manufactured milk has now been removed. 


Effect of Guaranteed Prices 


That the guaranteed prices have been 
instrumental in bringing about an increase in 
the quantity of milk supplied to creameries 
for manufacturing purposes is evident irem 
figures published in the Monthly Report of 
the Northern Ireland Ministry of Agriculture. 
During the year April, 1933, to March, 3234, 
supplies totalled 17,548,784 gallons, while in 
the year ending March, 1935, the Ho oí 
milk: supplied was 18,229,285 gallons. Of 
this quantity, 61.5 per cent. was used for 
butter production, while 38.5 per cent. was 
sold as cream. 


The Créam Trade 


In recent years prices for cream have been 
more remunerative than those for butter, and 
a substantial portion -oí the output. of 
creameries has, therefore, been marketed in 
the form of cream.’ During 1933-4 the milk 
intended for. butter-making made “an average 
price per gallon ranging from 3.79d. án April, 
and 3.08d. in July to 4.40 in January and 
4.19d. in March. During 1934-5 the price per 
gallon fell from 3.7d. in April to 2.8d.; in 
June and 2.9d. in July, rising’ gradually to 
412d. in March. In order to let the farmer 
have the guaranteed price of 5d. per gallon 
in summer and 6d. per gallon in winter, an 
equalisation payment ranging from 1.88d. to 
ó.0d. per gallon was made by the Ministry. 
The average prices paid by the creameries 
since the Ist April, 1934, were lower than 
those paid in the previous year, due to the 
general fall in the market values of butter. 
The equalisation payments made to creameries 
are distributed. among suppliers on the basis 
of the butter fat content of the milk de- 
livered by each supplier. 


Graded Milk 


Under this legislation a farmer who sup- 


plies milk to a creamery is not required to 


take ont a licence unless he desires to pro- 
duce milk of Grade A, Grade B or Cirade 
( quality. To induce creamery suapphers 
io produce milk of one of these grades, and 
at the same time to receive an improved milk 
supply for the .creameries, the Act provides 
for the payment of bonus at the following 
rates, in addition to the equalisation payment, 
to licensed producers :— i 

Milk of Grade A or Grade B—Bonus of 2d. 
per gallon. 

Milk of Grade C—Bonus of 1d. per gallon. 

No levies are payable to the Ministry by 
producers w no supply milk of Grade A, Grade 
it or Grade CG to creameries for manufacturing 
purposes. The bonus payments in these cases 
is made on & gallonage basis. 

lt, is probable that the proportion of Grade 
A. Grade BB or Grade © delivered to 
creameries will steadily increase, and those 
suppliers who take full advantage of the 
financial benefits of the Act will, at the same 
time, be assisting their creameres to improve 
the quality of their produce. 

Mig February ok there were 13,544 
suppliers, and the average .gallonage -per 


supplier was 46. while in March last. there |. 


were 13,511 suppliers, with an average of 61 
gallons. 


As a result of this legislation, not only has | 


the position of existing ‘creameries bt 
strengthened, but an impetus has been given 
to the creamery movement in new areas, 
particularly in County. Down.

of Agriculture, University 
ublin, was. brought under 
notice this .week when a large party of 
deputies, farmers, business men and educa- 
tionists paid a visit to the Albert Agricul- 
tural College, Glasnevin, and were conducted 
over the farm and laboratories by Professor 
Drew and his staff. It will at once be con- 
ceded that the farmer’s life is healthy and 
interesting, though it involves considerable 
outlay of capital, and in existing economic 
conditions is somewhat risky. With the ex- 
port market hampered by quotas and tariffs, 
and the cost of production at an abnormal 
level, what course should a young mian take 
who seeks a career in. agriculture? A writer 
in the Catholic University School Annual 
suggests that possible careers in agriculture 
fall roughly into the following categories: 
actual farming, administrative and educa- 
tional posts in Government Departments, agri- 
culiural research, and advisory positions in 
industrial concerns connected with agricul- 
ture. 


Advantages of Students 


With knowledge that would fit. them for 
any type of farming, yogng men studying 


agriculture have a certain ‘advantage over. 


their predecessors. They can choose farms 
to suit the type of farming they wish to 
follow, and equip them in a suitable manner. 
If they decide to specialise, the way is clear, 
but even with a protected home market not 
many people like to. chance this. 

Visits to such places as the Albert Agri- 
cultural College bring home to politicians and 
business men how much the farmer has to 
know before he can be even a moderate. suc- 
cess, and how little they know of his diffi- 
culties. No doubt many farmers are brought 
up to the business from childhood, and. make 
i fair living out. of it, but there are others 
who cannot get on without the facilities 
afforded, by various educational authorities. 
Farming is as complicated as shipbuilding or 
any other industry, with the additional diffi- 
culty that all the farmers are dependent on 
the weather. The city man intending to 
earn a living on the farm should spend at 
least four years learning—two as a pupil to 
sóme practical farmer and two at an agri- 
cultural’ college, and he ‘should ‘not start 
farming unless he is certain that he has 
mastered all the details. 


Reputation of the Albert 


For any of the other openings mentioned a 
University degree is virtually essential. 
Whether it is in the breeding of new crop 
plants, the treatment of diseases in crops and 
live stock, or other phases of agricultural 
activity, the Albert College has earned a 
world-wide reputation amongst agricultural 
scientists. If economic conditions in this 
country were not hampered by political con- 


siderations it would be a relatively simple. 


matter to forecast the outlook for the farmer; 
and in view of the protective policy of the 
Government one might be disposed to suggest 
that agriculture undoubtedly had a future. 
Under existing conditions this cannot be said 
without reservation. 
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CAICH CROPS 


Provision should now be made for the 
growing of catch crops to supplement the 
other nome-grown feeding stuffs during the 
period of comparative scarcity in late spring, 
&hen the winter reserves of fodder are be- 
coming exhausted and the new season’s grass 
has not <dvanced in growth sufficiently to 
accord a reasonable amount of keep for live 
stock. 

If catch crops are. to be ready for use from, 
say, the beginning of April onwards, pre- 
parations for first sowing should be made 
after early potatoes have been dug. Most 
of the cereal crops, vetches, rape, hardy green 
tops, cabbages and Italian rye grass are suit- 
able for sowing as Catch crops; the choice 
of crop depends to a large extent on district, 
In Northern counties rye, if sown towards 
the end of July or-early in August, does very 
well on. account of its hardiness, and is 
usually fit for cutting W early April; and 
Italian rye grass, when sown in time and 
top-dressed with nitrogenous manure, pro- 
duces a heavy cutting in the latter part of 
April. In the milder climate of the Southern 
districts either winter oats or wheat mixed 
with vetches makes Setter feeding than rye, 
especially in the later stages, when the rye 
becomes woody. Rape sown in July for 
autumn consumption by sheep. if suitably 
top-dressed, produces a second cutting in 
spring. 

Farmers who are in doubt as to the most 
suitable crop to sow should consult the Agri- 
eultural Instructor for their county. Copies 
of Department's leaflet No, 80 dealing with 
the seeding and cultivation of catch , crops 
may be had free of charge on application to 
the Secretary, Department of Agriculture, 
Dublin.

cease to be profitable. Whitish lumps on the 
feathers are clusters of eggs deposited there 
by lice which live continuously on the bodies 
of the birds. If these birds are examined 
carefully, small yellow-coloured creatures 
will be seen to crawl quickly out of sight 
when the feathers are parted to expose to 
view a small area of the body. A new brood 
of lice will hatch from the eggs, and in a 
short time countless numbers of Insects will 
be present on each hen if steps are not taken 
to destroy them. — 


Effective Methods 


There are two methods practised in the 
destruction of lice on poultry. The older 
one consists in dusting each bird with an 
insecticide which is rubbed’ well into the 
feathers. The most effective insecticide for 
dusting is sodium fluoride, which is a white 
faye and may be obtained from a chemist 

i 


s the mont _of the Northern 
inlatry of py Foe ae . Dusting - with 
sodium fluoride, while effective, is a com- 
paratively tedious operation, as each bird has 
to be treated individually and the —— 
repeé in a week's time to kill the lice 
which are hatched from the eggs present at 
the time of the first dusting. i 

The second method, while being equally 
efficacious and inexpensive, is much more 
conveniently carried out. It consists in 
painting nicotine sulphate on the tops of the 
perches about half an hour before the birds 
go to roost in the evening. Nicotine sul- 
phate is a liquid, and it can be applied to 
the perches either with a paint brush or 
direct from the tin through a small hole 
pierced in the lid, A narrow line of the 
material along the centre of the top of each 
se is sufficient, Nicotine sulphate, when 
eated sufficiently, emits fumes which suffo- 
cate the lice, and when the birds are perch- 
ing on treated perches the heat from their 
bodies is sufficient to volatilise the nicotine 
sulphate, with the result that the fumes, 
rising upwards, reach the lice on the birds 
and kill them. - 
_ As in the case of the dusting treatment, it 
is advisable to repeat. the nicotime sulphate 
treatment in about seven days’ time. The 
treatment is not injurious to the binds, .but 


it is not advisable to apply it in the case of 
houses which have y been coated inside 
with fresh lime. wash, as lime releases free 
nicotine which may be. harmful to the birds 
unless it is possible to increase the ventilation 
in the house, 


Red Mites 


The greyish-white dust beneath the sockets 
of: the perches is a true indication of the pres- 
ence of red mites, and consists largely of the 
cast skins of these parasites. ed mites 
differ from lice in their mode of life, inas- 
much as they invade the birds only at night 
and leave them towards morning to seek 
crevices in the perches, perch sockets and 
other parts of the house, where they shelter 
during the day time. They suck blood when 
on the birds and cause debility, as well as 
disturbing rest through irritation. 

Neither dusting nor the treatment of the 
perches with nicotine sulphate will destroy 
red mite, for which the most effective treat- 
ment is the application at intervals of creo- 
sote or of paraffin. oil to the ‘nterior of the 
house, paying particular attention to the ends 
of the perches, the perch sockets and other 
parts where the mites are likely to shelter 
during the day. Only smoothly-planed 
perches, free from bark, should be used, and 
it is a good plan to tie pieces of sacking or 
tweed round the ends of the perches, and to 
keep these saturated with paraffin or with 
creosote. 7 


GETTING RID OF WASPS 


—- é — 
METHODS TO ADOPT 


ANY methods of destroying wasps 
VI have been tried with varying. success. 

The destruction of a queen wasp, 
either when hibernating in the winter or 
when active in spring, 1s equivalent to the 
destruction of a nest. Gardeners. and others 
interested in the cultivation of fruit, there- 
fore, do their best to kill such queen wasps 
as they may notice. Perhaps the best means 
gf destroying nests of the ground-building 
wasps is the use of cyanide of sodium or 
potassium, A small lump of the chemical, 
weighing not more than half an ounce, or a 
swab of cotton wool soaked in a solution of 
cyanide in water (about 1 oz. dissolved in 
half a pint of water) is pushed down the 
entrance tunnel of the nest, and the aperture 
is afterwards plugged up. All the wasps in 
the nest will thus be accounted for. This 
operation should be carried out after dark, 
when all the wasps are inside and are 
quiescent. 

Alternatively, a small quantity of cyanide 
dissolved in water can be poured into the 
entrance of a nest by day, and a small lump 
left there to overcome such of the inhabitants 
as may be out and try to enter, In this 
case the entrance of the nest is not closed. 
The former method is, however, the safer, 
better and more effective. The cyanides are 
deadly poisonous, and should be handled with 
the utmost possible care and with every 
precaution. 

It is better not to touch the poison with 
the fingers, and not more than can be - 
4 
utensils used for the cyanide should be very 
thoroughly washed. A liquid poison, tetrach- 
lorethane, which ig relatively less dangerous, 
may also be used for the purpose, and a 
plan is to soak the liquid in cotton wool 
and apply it in the manner suggested above 
for the cyanide solution. 

The expedient of trapping wasps by means 
of svrup, jam or other sweet-stuff placed in 
bottles or other receptacles is of little 
as by this means only a small proportion o 
the workers are caught. The nests, bein 
the source of the trouble, should be search 
for and destroyed as indicated above. 
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LIME ON THE. 
FARM. 
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TIMELY HINTS 


MONG the soils to which lime should be 
A applied are 

.* drained and reclainied 
subject to ‘finger. and toe.” Moory and 
mountain soils. Soils to which heavy dress- 
ings of sulphate of ammonia and super- 
p..ssphate have been applied ‘for several 
years. Soils on which the pastures are 
devoid of white clover. Tillage land on 
which the common weeds are sorrel and corn 
spurrey; and heavy soils which retain the 
suriace water. : 

Generally, it is a good plan to cart the 


soils. Soils 


‘newly-burned lime direct to the field, to lay 


it in small heaps about six or eight yards 
apart, and, if land be under tillage, to 
cover these heaps with a light layer of soil, 
and finally to spread as soon as it has fallen 
to: powder. Some prefer the practice of 
putting the quicklime into one or two large 
heaps and slaking it with water. The powder 
is then put into carts, from which it is spread 
with a shovel. This plan, however, necessi- 
tates more labour than the other method, It. 
has the merit of giving the finest powder, 
and is recommended when seeds And pastures 
are being treated. Too much water should 
not be used. when slaking. Distribution 
becomes difficult if the lime is allowed to 
form into a paste. 


Quantity and Time to Apply 


The finer the powder and the more even | 


the distribution the smaller the quantity re- 
quired per acre. In most cases prawn of 
14 to 2 tons per Irish acre, if evenly distri- 
buted on the surface, will correct acidity, 
check ‘“‘ finger and toe’’ and generally im- 
prove. the quantity and quality of tie crops. 

As lime sinks rapidly in the soil the dress- 
ing should not be ploughed iu. When used 
on land under tillage it should be applied on 
the surface of the freshly ploughed land and 
harrowed in, The best time to apply lime 
to grazing land is in autumn sú oak the 
grazing is of small value. The earlier it.is 


applied the more chance there is of escaping 


rains, which might turn the powder into 
a paste, and the more likely it 1s to yield a 
result the following season. The lime may 
also be applied to young seeds in autumn 
after the corn crop has been removed. 

The effects of lime do not manifest them- 
selves for some time after its application, 
twelve months being the generally accepted 
period. It is not. indeed, until the lime has 
become thoroughly incorporated with the 
soil, and brought into close contact with 
every soil. particie, that a field can be said 
to have been limed, 

For the prevention of “finger and toe’”’ 
lime should be applied at least twelve 
months before the turnip crop is sown. The 
best results will not be obtained if the lime 
is applied. only during the winter or spring 
immediately previous to the sowing of the 
turnip crop. 


Functions of Lime. 


One of the most valuable functions of lime 
is the neutralisation of acids in the soil. 
Many farmers speak of soil sourness almost 
invariably in connection with peat or reten- 
tive clay soils, but the condition may also 
exist on lighter upland soils.. A sour or acid 
condition of the soil may arise’ ‘from the 
natural absence of lime and other basic 
materials. It may also be caused by the ac- 
cumulation of acids due to the continued ap- 
plication of such manures as superphos- 
phate and sulphate of ammonia as well as 
by the acids resulting from the decomposition 
of farmyard manure and other vegetable 
matter. Acid conditions are particularly 
injurious to most cultivated crops, especially 
clover, sugar beet and turnips. 

Applications of lime are not recommended 
for light soils deficient in vegetable matter; 
or soils where sugar beet is liable to be 
attacked with crown rot disease. 
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FARM MACHINERY 
ACCIDENTS

Since the beginning of the year there have 
been a number of fatal accidents connected 
with farm machinery in different pasts cf 
the country. It is possible that these might 
have been avoided if a few simple precau- 
tions had been taker. Sore precautions 
aré; of course, compulsory by statucse, and 
users of machinery should know about them. 
But there are others which are ‘1:ot compul- 
sory and still go far to protect life and limb. 
As owners of machinery, farmers will no 
doubt fully realise that they have a definite 
responsibility to their employés to make the 
use of it as safe as possible, and the men, for 
their part, should not allow the frequent use 
of machinery to make them careless. It is 
easy to protect pulley wheels and moving 
belts with simple guards of board or cord, 
or wire arranged round the movin rts ; 
and men should not get into the ha it of 
mopping over a moving belt or going under it 
—a few more steps round and there is certain 
safety as against certain risk. It is true that 
proper safeguards in connection with the use 
of small petrol engines in the field, where 
they are used for driving elevators and other 
machines, are sometimes difficult to arrange, 
but the exercise of a little care and ingenuit 
to give a measure of safety will be weil 
repaid, 


MESSAGE TO POTATO- 
GROWERS 


Farmers are urged to take immediate steps 
tas spray their potatoes, as otherwise there is 
grave risk of serious loss of crop. Reports 
ot the appearance of potato blight have 
already been received from many quarters, and 
the prevailing weather conditions are very 
favourable for the rapid spread of disease. 

Growers who took the precaution to spray 
early are also urged to carry out a second 
spraying with as little delay as _ possible. 
This is all the more necessary because of the 
rapid growth of the crop in recent weeks, 
and the consequent large proportion of new 
foliage. 

It is of the greatest importance that the 
spraying mixture should be properly pre- 
pared. Full information on this subject, will 
be found in Leaflet No. 14, which. can be had, 
post free, on application to the Secretary, 
Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
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REARING CALVES 
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In the rearing of calves separated milk 
should be gradually introduced to replace 
whole milk when the animals are about one 
month old, and crushed oats alone, or a 
mixture of crushed oats, maize meal and 
hran, given at the rate of about {Ib. per head 
daily at the start.

PRISONER, FOUND NOT 
GUILTY -

ALLOWANCES 


NOTICE ár MOTION AT 
BOARD OF ASSISTANCE 


“That, in view of the recent increases in 
the prices of the necessaries of hfe—to wit, 
sugar, tea, butter, etc.—this Board desires te 
respectfully suggest to the Minister for Local 
Government the advisability of allowing the 
Board to increase the amounts allowed in 
relief to all classes weekly, particularly in 
relation to aged and infirm persons, to whom 
the increased costs have, in many instances, 
meant privation and suffering.” These are 
the terms of a notice of motion handed in 
yesterday by Mr. J. Gately P.C., at the 
meeting of the Dublin Board of Assistance. 
Alderman P. J. Medlar will second the 
motion. 

At yesterday's meeting, Mr. P. 8. Doyle 
(chairman) presiding, a motion thanking the 
Gaelic League ‘‘for the delightfully enter- 
taining aerideacht given the inmates’’ last 
week was unanimously adopted. 

On the motien of Alderman Medlar, 
seconded by Mr. Gately, it will be os gree 
at the meeting to be held at the end of this 
fortnight that. instead of soup and bread. 
bacon and cabbage be provided at least one 
dav a week for the old women’s infirmary. 

The relief supervisors reported that for the 
week ended Saturday last 6,521 cases were 
relieved at a cost of £2,953, being a decrease 
of 20 cases and a saving of £24 18s. as com- 
pared with the week previous. As compared 
with the same period last year, an increase 
of 81 cases was shown, but a decrease in 
costs to the amount of £265 7s.

DELAYS IN CUSTOMS 
CLEARANCE

REGULATIONS TO BE 
OBSERVED 


The Dublin Chamber of Commerce has 
been investigating the causes of the dglays 
in clearing imported goods through. the Free 
State Customs. i : 

The greater proportion of the delays arise 
where consignors have not complied with the 
regulations, either through. the absence of 
documents, irregular documents, or by a 
wrong or an inadequate description of the 
goods in the invoice. 

In order that goods may be cleared quickly 
through the Free State Customs, 1t is abso- 
lutely essential that each consignment should 
be accompanied by :— 

1. A consignment note. 

2. An invoice which must bear the C.I.F. 
declaration, and in which the full trade 
description of the goods is amplified by 
indicating the materials of which the 
articles are made—t.e., wood, iron, etc., 
to enable the goods to be entered in 
accordance with the Free State official 
import list. sad 

3. The appropriate certificate of origin— 
t.e., Form 133 (Sale) for goods exported 
from Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land, irrespective of their. country of 
origin, except where the preferential rate 
is claimed when Form 1 B gat should 
be used for manufactured goods, or 
Forms 119, 121, 122, or 154, according 
to the nature of the goods, For goods 
from other countries Form 132 (Sale). 

Traders ordering goods should give the 
consignors full particulars of the require- 
ments for Customs clearance, in order that 
they may comply with the regulations, 

Licences, where necessary, should be ob- 
tained before the entry of the goods, as the 
presence of goods awaiting licences causes 
congestion and adds to the difficulties of the 
carrying companies.

CONVIVIALITY IN SOUTH 
GERMANY

N the Prado Museum in Madrid 1 met an 
| elderly gentleman, a white-haired English- 
man from Nottingham. His memory has 
remained indelibly. printed on my mind 
because, even when looking at the art 
treasures of Spain, he talked enthusiastically 
to me about Munich, and, above all, about 
the Léwenbriu underground tavern! ‘“ Forty- 
three years ago there was a waitress there— 
Urschi. She was magnificent! Every day, 
till far into the night, she bustled about with 
her beer jugs, and to us young students she 
played: the part of a mother. If ever you 
should go to Munich you-must inquire what 
has become of Urschi . . . . .” 


“I AM URSCHI 


When, a few months ago, 1 arrived ‘in 
Munich, I recalled the old gentleman and made 
my way to the Léwenbriu tavern. [In spite 
of the iate hour, the gay buzz of hundreds 
of voices was audible in the huge hall. 
‘Some decades ago there was a waitress 
here called Urschi, wasn’t there?” I asked 
the waitress who served me. ‘There is so 
still,” she replied gaily, ‘‘I am Urschi. . .” 
She is still bustling about till far into tho 
night serving beer. The customers sittin 
near me, who were obviously very proud o 
“their Urschi,” told me about her. She is 
nearly eighty years old, and certainly the 
oldest waitress in Germany. She has been 
serving in the Léwenbriu underground 
tavern for fifty-one years. When Henry Ford 
visits Munich he makes his way at once to 
Urschi to have his evening drink jn the 
cellar with her. Famous men from all 
Europe make a halt at the Munich station 
merely for the purpose of enjoying the 
stimulating refreshment served b rschi. 
Such entertainment can be found only in 
Munich, I reflected jovially. Only here does 
one find past and present combined in one 
unique conviviality. I decided at once to 
make a further tour of discovery in the night- 
life of Munich. 8 


NIGHT HAUNTS 


In the famous festival hall of the Hofbrau- 
haus, under the spacious ceiling of. which 
enormous candelabras were aglow, a respect- 
able Munich family showed me how to con- 
sume radish and salt-cracknels; in the 
Bratwurstgléckl, under the shadow of the 
majestic cathedral, we were served on pewter 
plates, while an open fire was blazing below 
the smoke-blackened chimney, just as in the 
Middle Ages. In the plaster-walled tavern of 
Mathaser I saw what must be the largest con-

‘sumption of beer in the world. Strangers and 


citizens of Munich throng the spacious saloons 
every evening in order to compete in a friendly 
way in breaking the record so far held for 
beer consumption of roughly 6,000 litres 
(nearly 1,400 gallons). 

It is astonishing how much music can be 
heard in Munich. Above the great and 
tumultous noises of the beef saloons the music 
of the military bands resounds through the 
streets. And the customers, folk from the 
highlands, clad in their beautiful native 
costumes, yodel and sing to the accompani- 
ment of the zither and the guitar. Beautiful 
are the cool summer nights beneath the splen- 
did chestnut trees of the beer gardens. The 
conviviality characteristic of South Germany 
will be found in the humblest hostelry, as 
well as in the largest wine restaurant. 


THE “ FOUR SEASONS ” 


Which is my favourite restaurant if I 
desire to enjoy a specially relishable meal 
in the evening and in elegant surroundings? 
It would be difficult to give a decisive 
opinion! Waltherspiel in the “ Four 
Seasons ” has one of the most excellent chefs 
in Europe. ‘There is hardly a national 
dish of the whole world with. which be is 
unfamiliar, At the same time, there is a 
resort which Munich alone can provide, and 
thet is the J’reysing Palace. This is a 
palace in the late Baroque style, with splen- 


first order. It is, however, possible to take 
the menu and the wine list in one’s hand 
without trembling, and this is certainly the 
finest feature of the Preysing Palace. 

I found a pleasant counterpart to the 
ae and hushed quiet of the Preysing 
Palace. in the small artists’ cafés, each of 
which possesses a tradition of its own, handed 
down from and fostered by one generation 
of frequenters after another. 


ARTISTS’ CAFES 


Here I found the ‘ Schwabian ”’ 
of café, which are famous all the world over. 
In the “ Brennessel” in the Peopoldstrasse 
a foreigner once purchased a table for the 
sole purpose of hanging the table-top in his 
castle, for on this an artist had painted a 
charming picture. In the “ Malkasten,”’ in 
the Augustenstrasse, there have sat many 
who later became famous, and in the 
‘ Osteria’ in the Schellingsstrasse the 
customers offer huge sums for the cup and 
spoon used by Adolf Hitler, who often fre- 
quents this café with his staff. 

The artists’ cafés and cabarets ‘kre always 
gay. Till far into the night shine the lamps 
in front of the fameus ‘‘Simplizissimus’’ light- 
ing up the street. The “Benz” in Schwabia 
preserves the best artists’ traditions, and the 
“ Reigen” and the “ Serenissimus” provide 
shelter. for the night revellers, who have 
already “done’’ three or four pleasure resorts. 
These cabarets are inexhaustible in the enter- 
tainments they provide for their patrons.

| VALENTIN 


Although the dialect of Balevaria is for me 
a book sealed with seven seals, I allowed n y- 
self to be taken to ‘‘Valentin’’ and to the 
“Platz!” by one who was already initiated. 
Certainly I did not understand everything, 
but I was so overpowered and transported 
with gaiety that in the end I did not feel 
like going away. The entertainment offered 
there really surpasses the power of language 
to describe. ‘‘Valentin,”’ the most remarkable 
and accomplished comedian of Germany, has 
gestures and situations at his disposal which, 
without his uttering a word, move to the 
most abandoned laughter. 

“Now at last we can think of a good spin 
round”’ is what the people of Munich say 
when the entertainment by Valentin 
“Weiss Ferdl”’ is concluded. They then 
wend their way in groups to the dance halls, 
to the Odeon Casino, with its Chinese setting 
and decorations—-one of the most elegant 
dance and tea saloons: or to the charming 
Pavilion Gruss, or the floors of Arcadia, or 
to the Regina or the Maxim bar, at each 
and all of which dancing partners may easily 
be found.

The road which winds round the base 
of Tréoperstown Hill to Laragh is unique 
in that it affords remarkable views of two 
of Co. Wicklow’s most famors glens Glen- 
macnass.and Glendalough.

A Cravelling Fiddler 


L am glad to see that our old friend the 
blind fiddler of Bray Head is back again 
this year. He sits just under the Head, 
and is as well known to visitors as the 
Head itself. He'sits there all day, 
dressed in his long, blue serge cut-away 
coat, and his round black hat, playing 
Irish traditional airs, with his simple 
appeal beside him—a little polished box— 
waiting for the odd coppers of passers-by. 

He has been coming to Bray now, I sup- 
pose, for thirty years. He is a Kerryman, 
and a magnificent speaker of Irish. Every 
spring he walks all around the Southern 
coast, playing as he goes, and so even- 
tually reaches his haven at Bray Head, 
where he remains for the summer months. 
Then, in the autumn, he walks back again 
and spends the winter with his wife in 
his Kerry home. His staff is unlike the 
staff of most blind people; it is very long, 
and its ferrule is about six inches in 
length. He walks with this long ferrule 
trailing the side of the kerb, whereas most 
blind people tend to feel their way on the 
inside of the path by the wall. The local 
Gaelic League built him a little seat 
under the Head, and his hands and body 
have long since so smoothed and polished 
it ua it has become personal to him- 
self. 

It is well worth while, when one leaves 
as donation in his box, saying, in Irish, 
a Dé do bheata-sa (a God bless you), to 
hear the fine stream of Gaelic that comes 
from him in thanks and blessings.

Zenana Missionary Society have been work- 
ing for over 40 years at Quetta! <A large 
hospital called the ‘‘Good Shepherd ” was in 
operation at the time of the earthquake. It 
had 86 beds and a staff. consisting of doctor, 
10 native nurses, a compounder and a Bible- 
woman; and treated an average of about 
1,400 in-patients and 12,000 out-patients 
during the year. This hospital is now in 
ruins. 

Then there was the “St. Christopher’s 
High School," -with accommodation for 

upils. It was the only mission school for 
Gaus eaking girls in Sindh and Baluchistan, 
and girls had been sent to it as boarders from 
all parts of the provinces. The school had been 
supplying a very urgent demand, and great 
hopes were entertained that the present year 
would see a much-needed expansion of it; but 
alas! the school is also in ruins, 

A few details gleaned from letters received 
from our missionaries will be of interest to 
your readers. Dr. Ruth Hooton, the resident 
doctor in charge of the ‘‘Good Shepherd,’’ 
was sleeping in the roof room, and was hurled 
from top to bottom of the hospital bungalow, 
but was unhurt. Nursing sister Dollison was 
buried for a couple of hours, but was happily 
found and dug out by Dr, Hooton and thei 
Indian servants. She testifies to the ‘‘ Peace 
of God ” even in this’ terrible predicament,

The National Competition for the encourage- 
ment of Art was held at the Royal Dublin 
Society’s premises, Ballsbridge, on Tuesday, 
when 427 works were submitted, as compared 
with 494 in 1934, and 304 in 1933. The judge, 
Mr. R. E. J. Bush (late head master of the 
School of Art, Bristol), in making his awards 
reported that, in his opinion the standard of 
the work entered was well maintained, al- 
though the entries, in some classes, were be 
low the average in numbers and quality, and 
some entries were open to criticism on the 
score of their method of mounting, etc.

MOTION UNACCEPTABLE 


Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance. 
said it was impossible to accept the amend- 
ment for many reasons. The amendment was 
impracticable, and if adopted it. would be 
better to destroy the section. There were 
no grounds in equity to support the amend- 
ment, The case of Waterford was not at all 
analogous to the other cases cited. New and 
old property in Waterford had been revalued 
and a considerable increase in valuation had 
resulted, mainly from the revaluation of old 
pronerty. 

Continuing, he said that the views of 
Deputies seemed to be based on the valuation 
of buildings erected on property destroyed 
and the old biuldings themselves as one and 
the same. Of course, they were not. They 
had only to compare O'Connell street now 
with what they remembered it as before 1916. 
He knew one of these buildings where in 1916 
one storey was occupied by the manager as 
a dwelling-place, and now in the new building 
this dwelling portion had been replaced by 
three suites of offices, the income from which 
he should say was not. less than three or 
four hundred a year. It was largely as a 
result of the valuation of new buildings that 
this increase in valuation of certain areas in 
Dublin was taking place: In striking the 
valuation of every one of these new buildings 
the Commissioner was bound by early deci- 
sions of the High and Supreme Courts to have 
regard tothe principle of relativity, and even 
new buildings had been considerably under- 
valued, having regard to the incomes derived 
from them from year to year. Most of these 
buildings in O'Connell street and elsewhere 
were business premises, and it made no dif- 
ference to the occupjers so long as they were 
not the owners, and did not make a profit 
from sub-letting, whether this section of the 
bill stood or not. 

With regard to the point raised by Deputy 
Norton as to squeezing income tax from 
tenants, he said it was the owner of the 
premises who would have to pay. 

What they were aiming at was the man 
who derived substantial income from owner- 
ship of house property and had hitherto paid 
less than his just share of the national taxa- 
tion. Such a man with twelve houses of a 
valuation of £20 each would let them at 

each, deriving an income of £900 in rents. 
Hitherto he had been assessed for income at 
£208, so that he escaped scot-free with £600 
at the expense of the community. 

The amendment by Mr. Mulcahy was de- 
feated by 53 votes to 45. Labour Deputies 
voted for the amendment. 


THE DUTY ON TEA 


M . MORRISSEY (U.1., Tipperary) moved 
an amendment to secure that the duty im- 
posed on tea would not apply to the cheaper 
classes of tea, in order that the poorer section 
of the community would not have to bear the 
heavy impost.

If the Government’s economic and: indus- 
trial policy required taxation such as had 
been put on this year, it spoke very badly 
for it. The Government had spoken of larger 
social services, but these were largely financed 
hy money taken off the workers and the 
ordinary ple of this country. 

Mr. LLEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that since the first day that 
the financial proposals of the Government 
for the present year were first discussed in 
Mav last the Opposition had not told them 
what their plans were for maintaining the 
various social and Gsvernment services. with- 
out increasing expenditure. They had been 
repeatedly appealed to from the Government 
benches to de so, but so far they had failed 
to respond. If there was anv. method by 
which additional taxation, having regard to 
the cost of the social services and the Govern- 
ment services, conld be avoided, the Govern- 
ment were prepared to adopt it. There were 
no means by which revenue could be raised 
except by the imposition of taxation, and 
if there were any methods that the Opposition 
knew by which revenue could be raised with- 
out the imposition of taxation, they should 
give the Government the benefit of their 
ideas.

B her Grand Prix of Belgium is to be run 
on Sunday. Like the French Grand 
Prix, it has attracted a very small entry, 
only eleven cars being engaged.

Italy will have two Alfa Romeos and 
two Maseratis in the race.

I took the view, he added, that 
there was a breach of agreement; that 
honourable understandings between 
Governments were broken, and/that if 
that was allowed to continue between 
Governments the relationship which ‘was 
so essential to good government was 1m- 
possible in the future. 

I repeat to-night that no action of our 
Government, even in the imposition of 
duties, must be construed as punitive in 
character. A debt was owing to this 
country—a sum of money was due to the 
people of this country. We offered every 
opportunity to have an adjustment of that 
matter. It was refused, and we adopted 
the only possible means of obtaining for 
the British people what we believe to be 
their right. 

Referring to the suggestion of a tribunal 
to discuss the matter which would include 
foreign representatives, Mr. Thomas said 
that nothing had happened since the last 
debate to warrant the repudiation of the 
accepted principle of the last Imperial 
Conference. He refused to believe, when 
he discussed it with Mr. de Valera, and 
he refused to admit now, that there was 
not within the British Commonwealth of 
Nations three, five or six men, excluding 
Great Britain if desired, sufficiently im-

AN OTTAWA OFFER 


I will now reveal to the House, said 
Mr. Thomas, that at Ottawa, with the 
full authority of my colleagues, in private 
negotiation, I was prepared, and offered, 
to go to the length of standing out our- 
selves—that is to say.

There were cheers and tears and tre- 
mendous scenes of enthusiasm at Naples 
to-day, when five thousand men embarked 
for East Africa. They were the men to 
whom Signor Mussolini made his cele- 
brated speech from a gun on Saturday, 
announcing Italy’s ‘‘ irrevocable deter- 
mination.’’ 

Bands played, flags waved, flowers were 
thrown, sweethearts wept,.and everyone 
shouted ‘‘ Viva. Viva ” for the Duce and 
the King. 

The Blackshirt battalions are made up 
from volunteers from all walks of life. 
Those leaving to-day included a Mayor, 
Fascist Party secretaries, clerks, engineers, 
peasants and professional men, many of 
whom leave behind prosperous businesscs 
and large families. 

“The Duce will look after everyone,” 
says the Press. 

Specialised officers and men of the 1910 
and 1909 classes have been called up, and 
in the near future a new Army Division 
is to be formed. New Blackshirt Divisions 
will be called to the colours.

WO remarkable incidents took place in 
the Dail yesterday. The first one 
might describe as a “ fourth dimensional ''

Deputy Morrissey by vote of the House. 

It was General Mulcahy who engineered 
the curious division, and it came about in 
this way. Deputy Belton, probably for a 
good and sufficient reason, on the subject 
of the closure motion on the report stage 
of the Finance Bill, spoke at length about 
football covers, free trade, the '“ un 
nationalism ” of the Minister for Finance, 
and the influence of Threadneedle street 
upon Irish money matters. He enjoyed 
a sharp difference of opinion with Alder- 
man Tom Kelly on the subject of city cor- 
porations, and gave some review of his 
own career as a protectionist. 

Then came Mr. MacEntee, very quiet, 
very precise, almost prim in his 
utterance. ‘‘ Deputy Belton’s speech,’’ he 
said, carefully, “is the strongest argument 
we have yet had in favour of a closure 
motion.” He elaborated this opinion, 
until eventually he angered Deputy Delton 
to the point whereat the Independent mem- 
ber cried out, “ You’ve no right to betray 
the country.” 


RECOLLECTIONS 


The damage was done, and the Minister 
departed from the former strictly rele- 
vant course of his oration. He began to 
recall the time when “ Deputy Belton 
came cringing to be allowed to join this 
party,” and then went on to examine one 
of Deputy Dillon’s amendments to the 
tea tax. 

At 5.15 p.m. Deputy Mulcahy pulled 
the lever that dropped the Government’s 
axe upon the Government’s own neck. 
“May I put the question that the 
question (the closure motion) be now put, 
seeing that the Minister for Finance is 
covering completely unnecessary ground ?”’ 
The Government looked surprised. Here 
was the Opposition asking that the closure 
motion be put to the House—the closure 
motion that was to deprive them of the 
right to speak. General Mulcahy, however, 
obviously was enjoying himself. The 
Government's ‘‘ guillotine ” was about to 
prevent a Minister of State completing his 
criticism of the Opposition Party. 

The Chair put it to the House that the 
closure motion be now put. There was a 
stir in the Government front bench, and 
the Chair looked round in some astonish- 
ment. 

“ Votail,”’ said the Minister 
Finance, in a bewildered voice, 

The House assembled. The Chair put 
the question to the House again. A few 
feeble “ Ta’s’’ and ‘‘ Nil’s”’ arose. The 
impression persisted that neither party 
quite knew where it stood. - 

‘* I think,” said the Chair, very firmly, 
‘‘ that the motion is carried. The motion 
is carried,” he concluded, with the air of 
one who has stood enough nonsense for 
one day. It was a win for the Opposition, 
and the Minister for Finance was com- 
pelled to abandon his speech, 

The remaining stages of the bill were 
rushed through without incident. 


INTERRUPTIONS 


At 10 p.m. it was Deputy Morrissey’s 
turn. Deputy Hugo Flinn, on the esti- 
mate for law charges, was reviewing the 
illegal activities of the Opposition in the 
matter of trenches in the roads, and tele- 
graph wires lying in the ditches. When- 
ever the Opposition interrupted him he 
replied that if he were to deal with the 
interruptions the Opposition would com- 
plain to the Chair that he was out of 
order.

OPENING OF PROSECUTION

The first murder trial to be heard by 

the Military Tribunal opened at Collins 
Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, when five 
young men from Dundalk were charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Frances McCrory, 
8 Chapel street, Dundalk, on 18th March, 
19354. 
The accused are: — Richard 
Murphy, Hill street; Richard Goss, 
Long avenue; Thomas V ilsh, Long 
avenue; Eamon Coffey, The Lemesne, and 
James Finnegan, Castletown road, Dun- 
dalh. 

In addition to the charge of murder 
they were charged with being members of 
an unlawful association; attempting to 
blow up a dwelling-house and causing 
injury by explosives ; but, on the applica- 
tion of Mr. W. Black, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by Mr. J. 8. O’Connor, 
solicitor to the Attorney-General), these 
charges were not taken at present. 

Mr. P. J. Roe and Mr. Sean Hooper 
(instructed by Mr. C. Mullen, solicitor, 
Dundalk) appeared for Finnegan; Mr. 
Kingsmill Moore, K.C., and Mr. J. L. 
Esmond (instructed by Mr. L. C. Murphy) 
appeared for Coffey. 

The other three men had no legal re- 
presentation. | 

When the accused men were asked to 
plead Finnegan and Coffey pleaded ‘ not 
guilty,” and the accused man Murphy 
said that he intended to speak for Goss, 
Walsh and himself. 

He said that they were not represented 
by lawyers, but they were innocent of all 
the charges. The blowing up of Mrs. 
McCrory’s house was condemned officially 
by the Trish Republican Army and by the 
Republican movement at the time. They 
believed that the charges against them 
were deliberately ‘“‘framed’’ by the 
police responsible for the blowing up of 
the house. This Military Tribunal was 
not competent to try them, because it was 
composed of Army officers who were not 
qualified lawyers. . á 


A STATE WITNESS 


Mr. Black, opening the case for the 

prosecution, said that he was afraid that 
this island, which used to be called the 
“‘ island of saints and scholars,’’ had pro- 
duced last year a crime which transcended 
in cold-blooded and callous brutality the 
murder of the Lindbergh baby. He did 
not think that, when the details of the. 
crime were placed before the Court, any- 
body representing any class or type of 
opinion. in the country would have a word 
of sympathy for the men who committed 
it save that strange sect of philanthropists 
whose hearts always bled for the convict, 
no matter how brutal the crime he had 
committed, provided that he wrapped the 
green flag around him and proclaimed him- 
self a patriot. 
. This crime took place on February 11, 
1934. On January 9 of the same year two 
men named Flynn and McCrory were out- 
raged in Dundalk by a band of brigands, 
who kidnapped and robbed him. Two 
men named Lawless and D’Arcy had been 
tried and convicted before the Tribunal 
for that offence, and at the trial McCrory 
was a witness for the State and identified 
the men. If these men now in the dock 
were guilty of the crime charged, he 
suggested that their motive was to take 
vengeance. on McCrory for having given 
evidence in that case. 

McCrory lived with his mother at 8 
Chapel street, Dundalk, and on February 
11 that house had. been blown up by ex- 
plosives, and the old woman lost her life 
as aresult. Two children, who were play- 
ing about the street at the time, had been 
wounded, one so badly that his eye had to 
be removed and he was maimed for life. 
On the day of the crime there had been a 
meeting in Dundalk, under the auspices 
of the United Ireland Party, which in- 
cludes the body popularly known as the 
Blue Shirts. The.two men, McCrory and 
Flynn, had been collecting for that 
organisation when they were outraged, and 
McCrory was known as a Blue Shirt. 


DISCLOSURES 


The case for the prosecution largely 
would rest on the evidence of a man named 
who was for some time a 
member of the Civic Guards, and had been 
suspended and later dismissed for refusing 
to reply to questions put to him under 
Article 2A of the Constitution. At some 
stage, however, McCrystal did make dis- 
closures, and it was as a result of these 
that the prosecution had been brought. 

At about 7 o’clock on the evening of 
February 11 this man went into some 
rooms known as the Sinn Fein rooms in 
Dundalk. There he saw Goss, Walsh and 
Murphy sitting at work at a table, with 
Finnegan directing operations, but doing 
nothing else. The three men at the table 
had a petrol tin into which they put sticks 
of gelignite, old rifle cartridges, several 
detonators, and then attached a length 
of fuse. When the infernal machine 
had been constructed they all left the 


men 


rooms; Finnegan, Goss and McCrystal } 


innegan had with him a 
sub-machine-gun; MecCrystal 
of ammunition, and Goss had 


a revolver. 
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and she was actually at the door of the 
house when the explosion took place. It 
was the mercy of Providence that she was 
not blown to bits. 


“ TERRIFIC EXPLOSION ” 


Murphy and Walsh then approached the 
McCrory house from the opposite side of 
the street, broke the window, and threw 
the infernal machine through it. They 
then rushed back across the street to 
Finnegan, who asked if it was ‘‘ O.K.,” 
and Murphy replied that it was. They 
then took to their heels down the street. _ 

There was a terrific explosion, and the 
house almost was completely destroyed. 
Mrs. McCrory was the only occupant at 


ithe time, and she was taken from the 


débris of the house badly -bruised and 
suffering from shock. She died on March 
18. Finnegan took the drum of ammuni« 
tion from McCrystal and left it and the 
Thompson gun in his father’s house. One 
of the little children in the street, Alec. 
McDonnell, lost an eye as a result of the 
occurrence 

These men were killers, and took no 
account of age Or sex. They had no pity 
on the children, and blew up the house 
while they were playing about it. 


“NO CORRUPT MOTIVE” 


Continuing, Mr. Black said that in 
giving the evidence that he would give, 
McCrystal could have no corrupt. motive, . 
because by doing-so, having regard to the 
history of the country, he ensured that, 
for the remainder of his days, he would 
have to live under police protection, or 
otherwise clear out of the country. Hi, on 
the other hand,. McCrystal sought to put 
four innocent men into the position of 
facing a capital sentence, he must even 
be a greater villain than had been ever 
dreamed of by any writer, | 
_-It’ would be a terrible thing if an 
innocent man were found guilty on such a 
charge, or on any charge; but, unless the 
evidence broke down, he could see no 
option but to convict them. That crime 
was murder or it was nothing. If the 
Court took a generous view of the case, and 
believed that the accused men had felt 
certain that there had been no one in the 
house when it was blown up, they could 
convict the accused men of manslaughter 
of a serious kind. 

He, however, was bound to face the 
issue, and he did not see any rational 
basis on which the crime could be held to 
be manslaughter. If those men were 
found “ not guilty ” of that or the lesser 
offences, it would mean only that there 
would be an addition of a terrible kind to 
the category of unsolved mysteries, and 
there must be guilty men let loose upon 
society to enjoy their immunity, and pro- 
bably to inaugurate repetitions of that 
offence. That, however, was not a reason 
why the Court should find the accused 
men guilty. 

Private McCrory, of the Free State 
Army, son of the late Mrs. McCrory, said 
that two men were convicted of an assault 
upon him in January, 1934. Regarding 
the explosion at his mother’s house, he 
said that he was in the Hibernian Hall 
when he heard the crash, and he left soon 
after. When he reached the house (or 
what had been the house) he started to 
look for his mother in the ruins. Other 
people also were searching. About half an 
hour later she was found and taken to 
hospital, where she remained for a fort- 
night. On coming from hospital she went 
to reside in a new house, where she died 
on March 18, 1934. 


STICKS OF GELIGNITE 


Matthew McCrystal, Dundalk, sa.d that 
he joined the Civic Guards in November 
last, and left in May 29 of this year. He 
was compelled to leave because of a state- 
ment about the present case. H: added 
that on the evening of February 11, 1934, 
he left his bicycle in Finnegan’s house, 
after he had seen Walsh and Finnegan 
in Clanbrassil street.

MR.  CHURCHILL’S 
CONGRATULATION 


Mr. Churchill congratulated Mr. Thomas 
on his courageous and resolute statement. 
When the Statute of Westminster was 
debated by the House, he said, an amend- 
ment was moved that the Irish Treaty 
should be immune from the overriding 
wers of the Statute. The Government, 
owever, would have none of it. They 
assured the House that there was no danger 
of the Statute overriding the Treaty. 
They had the assurance of the highest 
authority that the Statute of Westminster 
left the Irish Treaty intact. He and his 
friends contended that the Statute of West- 
minster could only have the effect of 
enabling the Irish Parliament, by legal 
processes, to undo and destroy every point 
and principle in the Treaty arrived at 
between the two nations. 

The House was entitled to take note 
that on that matter the advice they re- 
ceived was wrong. The Attorney-General 
was their legal adviser then. There could 
now be no doubt that he was wrong. “ He 
was Solicitor-General then,” added Mr. 
Churchill. “He has been promoted 
since. (Laughter.) Far be it from me to 
suggest that this one wrong step should 
retard the progress of a great legal career.” 
(Laughter.) The Prime Minister, who 
said that this country had every security, 
was wrongly advised. Altogether in- 
correct advice was given to Parliament. 
The Dominions Secretary had produced 
a letter from Mr, Cosgrave, saying it would 
be disadvantageous to Irish good-will if 
any such withdrawal of the Irish Treaty 
from the operation of the Statute of West- 
minster was carried. That had a great in- 
fluence. But it was a mistake of the 
Government to give way to Mr. Cosgrave 
in that matter, and Mr. Cosgrave had him- 
self fared worse from it. 

Irishmen, said Mr. Churchill, had died 
for trying to make the Treaty a good and 
great instrument for guiding our future 
relations: No one would accuse Great 
Britain in the matter. They had made 
generous concessions. But the Treaty had 
been broken and repudiated. This great 
transformation was speedily turnjng Ire- 
land into an alien republic. 


A PARALLEL 


Mr. Churchill proceeded to draw 
moral from what had happened in 
case of Ireland as to what might happen 
on a much greater and more important 
scale in the future with regard to India. 
In connection with the Government of 
India Bill, they had been given similar 
assurances to those they received in regard 
to Ireland. But these assurances might 
be equally wrong, and there was the 
prospect, in consequence, of the increasing 
glide downwards in the assertion of British 
rights and British authority. 


LABOUR PLEA FOR 


SETTLEMENT 


Sir Stafford Cripps (Labour) said that he 
took the view that it was a wise and proper 
thing to give Ireland liberty at the time of 
the Statute of Westminster, just as liberty 
was being given to South Africa and other 
members of the Dominions.

ONSIDERABLE disappointment was 
é expressed in mhsical circles here to- 
day at the announcement by Mr, Harold 
Holt in the Irish Times that the Inter- 
national Celebrity Concerts in Belfast may 
not be pe sing — —.. tds 
The nts for the concerts in ast, 
emg th and Co., co rmed the 
statement that the usual series of concerts 
was not likely to be held this year. It 
was added, however, that Mr, Holt may 
be able to organise two or three other 
concerts—apart from the celebrity series— 
during the winter months. 
Provisional bookings have been made 
with the Belfast Corporation for the Ulster 
Hall by Messrs, Smyth on Mr. Holt’s 
behalf, but nome of these has yet been 
confirmed. It had been expected that 
Kreisler, Jan Kiepura and Sir Thomas 
Beecham’s orchestra would be among the 
musica) visitors to Northern Ireland 
during the coming season. 
The difficulty with regard to the hold- 
ing of the concerts is, I was told, that the 
Ulster Hall is not. big. enough. | For 
concerts it accommodates at the most 1,700 
persons, and with such a small capacity 
unusually high prices have to be charged 
in order to make the concerts a paying 
pronession. The, possibility of renting 
he Assembly Hall; which is somewhat 
larger, is being considered, but no decision 
is likely until Mr, Holt arrives in Belfast. 


A GREAT LOSS 


Judge Thompson, the Recorder of 
Belfast, who is President of the Belfast 
Musical Competitions, déclared that the 
cessation of the celebrity ‘concerts would 
a very great loss to the musical life of 
the city. ‘‘ They may, of course, be able 
to get the Assembly Hall,” he said, “ but 
I think it really shows the need for the 
enlarging of the Ulster Hall im order that 
Belfast may have an opportunity of hear- 
ing the cream of the musical profession.’’ 
The Belfast Philharmonic Society also 
regrets the fact that the concerts may 
cease, but one member said to me: “I 
notice that the words ‘may cease’ are 
used. Let us hope that some means of 
surmounting the present difficulties will 
be found.” 

Mr. Mark Crossey, who is secretary of 
the Society, declared that Belfast would be 
rmausically poorer if the concerts could not 
arranged. He agreed that the prin- 
cipal difficulty was finding suitable accom- 
modation, and also suggested that the 
Assembly Buildings might be used. ‘‘ In 
arranging concerts for my own Society, 
which confines itself principally to the 
development of local talent, I have found 
the accommodation problem very difficult,’’ 
he said. ‘* The prices for admission to the 
celebrity concerts are very high owing to 
the small number of people who can be 
admitted, and this, of course, has not had 
a very good effect. It is my hope, how- 
ever, that we shall not be deprived of 
hearing smoe, at least, of the celebrities.”’ 
Other people with whom I discussed the 
possible stopping of the concerts agreed 
that the present scale of charges for 
admission was too high, and one of them 
pointed out that during recent years many 
Belfast families have been badly hit by 
the depression and have been unable to 
‘afford to pay big prices to hear the con- 
certs.. A bigger hall and cheaper prices 
would, they consider, make the concerts & 
financial success in the future.

fully explained in the Ministry's letter of 
June, 1 Every effort had been made, by 
constant supervision, to maintain a correct 
and nniform standard at all ports and 
boundary posts. 

It was decided to take the matter up with 
two British cattle associations and also to 
write to the High oCmmissioner in London 
(Mr. Dulanty).

FOLKLORE OF THE 
ABRUZZI 


THE WOMEN OF 
" SCANNO 


FAMOUS MOTOR RACE ON 
PESCARA CIRCUIT

the sea is the definition given by the 

poet Gabriele D’Annunzio to his native 
land, the Abruzzi, the most interesting and 
romantically beautiful region im Italy, and 
one among the most. waried. 

The Abruzzi boasts of the highest mountain 
in Italv, the Gran Sasso or Great Rock, which 
dominates the entire region, an essentially 
mountainous. one. Its slopes gently curve 
down to the sea and undulating valley and 
vast level plateaus abound on them, the latter 
either covered with light green pastures or 
dark dense woods, so that seen from afar they 
give one the impression of light and shadow. 
Picturesque villages are either boldly perched 
on the mountain side or are stretched like a 
chain along the sunlit Adriatic coast. ‘Their 
inhabitants, pleasant and hard-working people, 
are traditionally conservative. heir fishing- 
boats with their coloured sails look like butter- 
flies fluttering over the sea. The costumes 
worn to-day are the same worn for many 
centuries past. Some of these costumes are 
unique, especially those worn by the women 
of Scanno, a mountain town over 5,000 feet 
above the sea which has preserved intact its 
grey medieval aspect. 


THE SCANNO COSTUMES 


In spite of their dark eolours which recall 
the habits worn by runs, the Scanno cos- 
tumes are typically graceful owing to the 
harmonious blending of the white and black 
colours that compose them. They are worn 
all the year round and not only on special 
occasions. The women are proud to wear 
them. They are not self-conscious but digni- 
fied, so much so that even when engaged in 
their ordinary household duties they appear 
stately. A woman of Scanno carrying water 
on her head, which is covered by a sort of 
low turban known as the ‘“‘ cappellitto,’’ in 
a jar of burnished copper, its shape identical 
te that of the Greek amphora from which it 
originated, is a sight that one never forgets. 

A string of women carrying water on. their 
heads along the steep path Jeading from the 
fountain to the town, reminds one of a 
Grecian frieze; and, in fact, if the marble 
varyatids decorating the Acropolis of Athens 
were to come back to life they would not 
look dissimilar from their modern descendants 
in the Abruzzi. ) 

Not only the old costumes have been pre- 
served, but also old usages and rites dating 
back to the earliest civilisation of the region 
where. they are still deep-rooted and hence 
respected. The folklore of the Abruzzi will 
never be lost or forgotten. The Abruzzi is 
the land where old customs have taken deep 
reot and where the people tenaciously cling 
to. the past. And yet, although they are 
personally conservative, they are far from in- 
sensible to the advantages of modern progress, 
and that they fully reap the benefits of its 
influence is proved lw the fact that many 
of them, who áis to Íoreign. countries, 
besides setting an example for steadiness and 
hard work, are considered most up-to-date 
and intellectually developed. 

This double personality—so to call it—of 
the Srerle is attested by further ample evi 
dence showing that while they cling to the 
past they do not overlook the future. 


ACERBO CUP 

A case in point is that one among the 
most. modern. metor. car races in Europe is 
run in the old-fashioned Abruzzi, This race 
is the famous Acerbo Cup, which is competed 
for every year in August on the Pescara 
Circuit. It was founded by Baron Giacomo 
Acerbo in memory oí his heroic brother, 
decorated with the zold medal for valour. 
who fell in the Great War. 

The motor race for the Acerbo Cup is justly 
considered one among the most important 
motoring tests in Europe. The adion 
Italian and foreign motoring racers with 
excellent records to their credit, enter up for 
this race, which, apart from its sporting 
traditions, has the advantage of being run 
on a modern track. The popularity of the 
Acerbo Cup is easily explained, because it 
affords the two-fold opportunity, not only -to 
foreign motoring enthusiasts, but to Italians 
as well, of attending an important sporting 
event, and, at the same time admiring one 
of the most attractive regions in Italy. 

This region justifies not a hurried visit 
limited to its historical and artistic treasures, 
but a prolonged stay, as every town and 
village deserves to be studied with the same 
careful interest bestowed on surviving 
memories of the past that are rarely found 
elsewhere. i

JUROR’S SUGGESTION 
AT INQUEST

The need for regula: stopping places for 
‘buses in Dublin was referred to in a rider 
to the verdict of the jury at an inquest in 
the Meath Hospital, Dublin, yesterday. The 
inquest was hela on the body of Patrick Kealy 
(19), of 33 Nash street, Inchicore, Dublin, who 
was killed in a collision with a motor lorry 
while cycling at Kilmainham on Tuesday last. 

Mr, Byrne, solicitor for the Dublin. United 
Tramways Company, told the Court that the 
matter of regular stopping places was under 
consideration by the Commissioner of the 
Civic Guard and the company. 

From the evidence it appeared that Kealy 
was cycling behind a ‘bus, when it slowed 
down to take on a passenger, When Kealy 
turned from the back of the ‘bus to pass it 
he came into collision with the lorry, which 
was driven by Michael Quinn, and owned by 
Messrs. Murphy Brothers, builders, Castle 
wood avenue, Dublin. 

The driver of the lorry said that he did not 
see the cyclist until the accident occurred. 
He had been driving for nine years, and had 
never had an accident. 

Dr. Lucas ‘described severe injuries on the 
head of the deceased man, and said that 
death was due to shock and hemorrhage, 
following the injuries. 

The jury found accordingly, exonerated the 
driver of the lorry and the driver of the 
"bus, added the rider referred to, and 
sympathised with the relatives of the dead 
youth.

Mrs. Mary McDonnell, 10 Belmont Park, 
Donnybrook, claimed £150 from James 
Archer, building contractor, Montpellier 
parade, Monkstown, as imoney Bhile by 
the defendant to plaintiff, and received by 
the defendant for the use of the plaintiff, 
and “alternativel7, for money paid by the 
plaintiff to the defendant for a consideration 
that had failed. 

[It appeared from the evidence of the 
plaintiff, that by an agreement dated 14th 
August, 1934, in consideration of the payment 
of £875 the defendant agreed to grant a 
sutb-lease of the plot of ground on the new 
road adjoining (Claremont road, Sandymount, 
for a term of 150 years at a yearly rent of 
£10 10s... and to erect thereon a dwelling- 
house. The sum of £875. it was agreed, 
should be paid £150 on the signature on the 
agreement, and the balance on the completion 
of the building. 

The agreement, it was alleged. Was entered 
upon on the representation of the defendant 
and his agent, that the defendant would 
yrocure for the plaintiff an advance of £725 
ha a building society to be secured by a 
mortgage on the premises. On the faith of 
this representation the plaintiff paid the 
defendant the sum of £150. but defendant 
failed to procure the advance. Both Mr. 
Archer and a representative of his, named 
McLoughlin, assured her that the advance 
or loan would be all right, and it was upon 
that assnrance that she paid the deposit. 

For the defence it was denied that an 
assurance was given that a loan would be 
obtained. A sum of £83 3s. 6d. had been 
lodged in Court in satisfaction of anv claim 
that the plaintiff had against the defendant. 

The Judge said that the agreement was a 
peculiar one, but he was satisfied that it was 
no part of the contract that the defendant 
should procure an advance from a building 
society. He would, accordingly, dismiss the 
case, with costs. on the undertaking that 
the defendant should pay the plaintiff £10 
in addition to the sum lodged m Court.

5,000 metres. At this altitude the action 
of the cloud ‘“‘cumuli’ must be taken 
into consideration. It seems also well 
known that damp, warm and tropical air 
currents force themselves in the direction of 
cooler atmospheres, thereby creating the so- 
called “‘ cloud paths,’’ where aerial sailing is 
entirely possible. The German meteorologist, 
Professor Georgii, in his studies of altitude 
temperatures, claims that the aerial sailing 
craft can utilise the strong cold air currents 
coming from the Polar regions as well as the 
thermal currents of warmer climates. 

A more con.plete knowledge of thermal con- 
ditions will make aerial sailing possible at 
night and in the winter. A further problem 


over the otean. It is known that the 
albatross, for example, can sail for hours at 
a time over the open sea. Calculations made 
in the course of the South American expedi- 
tion would indicate that sailing ‘planes can 
fly over the waters of the tropical ocean. 


AN EARLY GLIDER 


The. earliest type of sailing ‘plane was the 
‘“‘glider’’ constructed by Otto . Lilienthal, 
the pioneer of aviation. It consisted of two 
janes resembling the wings of a bird, 
etween which the pilot hung on a sort of 
‘parallel bars,” and controlled the planes 
with his arms and legs. Next came the 
máil ,” where the pilot sat on a sort of 
. between the wings. Finally, the 
body. of the. plane was enclosed in a 
hull, the several types of sailing ’planes were 
developed along those lines, and are the same 
at the present time, with the exception of 
the Lilienthal glider. 
The Rhoen is a high and somewhat barren 
lateau betwee. the Fulda and the Werra 
ivers, and has been the scene of German. air 
sailing contests ever since 1920. This year 
the contests will take place from July 21st 
to Augúst 4th. The Wasserkuppe Mountain 
is the starting point, and there will assemble 
an enthusiastic company of Young aerial 
sailors, all alike possessed with a love of this 
form of sport.

SELECTING THE WOOD

PINE AND MAPLE 


The acme of tonal beauty can only be 


'attained through the musical instinct of the 
@aitsman and the art that inspires his work-

in its production, he can estimate the ultimate 


value of the instrument. The vibration ratio 
between top and bottom forms the basis on 
which the timbre depends.
